"We do not contend that our rec- 
ord In this affair is above criticism." 
University officials said in a pre- 
limnary statement Wednesday an- 
swering recent charges by Judge 
Saul Streit. 

However, the officials added, "we 
would offer the opinion that Judge 
Streit went to unnecessary lengths 
in blackening the reputation of a 
University that has commanded re- 
spect throughout the land for its 
scholastic standards, for the high 
accomplishments of its faculty, and 
for its steady and sound develop- 
ment over the last three decades." 

The statement was released to an- 
swer blasts made against the Uni- 
versity by Judge Streit in suspending 
the sentences of three UK basketball 

scandals 

A fuller statement will be made 
later, it was announced 
•Never Again 

The statement made following a 
joint meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the Board of Trustees, the 
board of directors of the Athletics 
Association, and the executive corn- 
pledged: 

"We are firmly resolved to make 
such reforms in our athletics pro- 
gram as will assure the people of 
Kentucky that never again shall a 
scandal besmirch the name of their 
University." 

The statement said much of the 
Judge's statement was based on 
statements of fact, removed from 
context and taken together with his 
statements of opinion. This "pro-

were ready to admit their responsibility, they felt 
the blame did not rest entirely with them, but was 
also shared hy: 

"A puhlic that persists in gambling and in pro- 
tecting tramhlers: an over-/ealous alumni, real and 
synthetic, who place athletic victories alxwe all oth- 
er consideration: by radio stations, newspapers, and 
magazines that have featured college sports out of 
all proportion to their importance; and by college 
and university administrative officials and coaches 
throughout the land." 

It is obvious that University officials will not lie 
ahle to successfully carry out their reform measures 
without the cooperation of these groups. 

University spokesmen have pledged themselves: 
now. it is up to the rest of us to see that the pledge 
is carried out. and. to accept our responsibility for 
its success.

Since the UK administration has already released 
a preliminary answer to Judge Streit's criticism of 
UK. its faculty, and its athletic policies, the Kernel 
is taking a special poll this week to see how the 
students lad ahout the situation. 

In the past, students have shown a tendency to 
respond to polls in an immature, frivolous manner, 
giving absurd answers and signing fictitious names. 
However, we feel that the conscientious student 
who realizes the effect of all the recent publicity 
on UK's prestige will be willing to cooperate with 
the Kernel and help us accurately survey the sit- 
uation. 

The administration's reply to Judge Streit is not 
enough, for without the STUDENTS reply, the 
many readers who have been following the devel- 
opments at UK in the papers cannot get a clear 
picture of conditions at the University. 

In view of the situation, we are asking for your 
cooperation and aid in helping us prepare a reply 
to the people w ho have either condemited or ques- 
tioned UK's policies.

Have you ever seen any instances of cheating be- 
ing tolerated hy professors, and, if so. give examples.

The I'niwrsity has answered the accusations of Jutlne Saul 
Streit anil those who stood armed to Mast the athletic program 
can put down their weapons. There's realK nothing to shoot at. 

After lieariu" fx>tli sides of (lie question one cm see the hlasts 
h\ the judge were unnecessary and uncalled for. After praisihn 
UK officials for complete co-operation in connection with the h;;s- 
kethall scandals. |ud»e Streit then tore into the UK family for 
harboring illegitimate practices. 

Th<' I'niwrsity answered each of the jud^es's torts and on the 
basis of the prepared statement, the slams at UK athletics were un- 
ustified. Members of the basketball squad repudiated the per- 
sonal statements made about Coach Adolph Hupp. 

Those intimately connected with athletics at UK knew from the start 
Judge Streit's accusations were exaggerated and erroneous. Tho. e who 
have traveled with the basketball team knew the regulations imposed by 
Rupp and that he has never been guilty of sacrificing the welfare of his 
players As for subsidizing players, the judge over-looked the fact that 
much of the publicity concerning high school players comes from the 
pinyer. his family, or his coach who hope to attract attention through re- 
ports of contacts from the better-known schools. 

After examining the issue, it seems Judge Streit has joined the group 
of critics v ln> see nothing but evil in present athletic systems in the nation 
but can give no definite ways in which the programs ran be improved. If 
the judge's altruistic motives were aimed to improve intercollegiate 
athletics and if he had spent his time studying the question, perhaps his 
report would have had more value than the destructive criticism thrown 
at Kentucky. 

His stutement did incite the NCAA to announce a pending investiga- 
tion but the University has replied wi:h an invitation to the membership 
committee to visit and examine its methods and practices. 

There will be more discussion but the willingness of UK officials to 
co-operate with any investigation seems to indicate publcity from here on 
will be favorable. It s time to forget to tag former players "former players 
involved in the fix" and return to normal. 
Let's play ball the way we used to.

Tree East Of Miller Hull 
Planted By Class Of 1901

pus to that next class, you may re- 
member having seen a small marker 

inscribed. Class 1901." 

This square piece of stone lies at 
the foot of a large pin oak tree just 
east of Miller Hall. It was the first 
in a series of 14 memorial trees 
planted by graduating UK classes. 

On Arbor Day. 1901. a class of 
about 42 planted this tree. It came 
from Hillenmeyer s Nursery and was 
approximately six feet tall, includ- 
ing roots. Dr. William S Webb re- 
tired head of the UK Physics and 
Anthropology Departments, recalls 
that each member of his class 
a turn at the shovel during the 
mony Frank G. Cuttler wa 
dent and Mrs William S Webb was 
vice president. A speech and a 
prophecy closed the service. 

Fifty-one years have passed and 
the tree is now about 40 feet tall. 
Time has also had its effect on the 
class of '01. At least four members 
have become millionaires, several 
were killed ui World War I. and 



some have never been heard 
According to the last records 
are now 19 living members. 

Last year a home-coming cere- 
mony was held around the tree to 
celebrate the 50th anniversary of its 
planting. Six graduates attended. 
They were Dr and Mr- William 3. 
Webb: Philip L Kautman. mechani- 
cal engineer.
